Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  submit  herewith  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  three 
districts  in  the  Combine  and  on  the  work  of  the  Health  Department  during 
1952  o 

The  Registrar  General  8s  estimates  of  population  show  small  reductions 
in  the  Horsham  Urban  and  Petworth  Rural  Districts,  but  an  increase  of  1,870 
in  the  Horsham  Rural  District  is  attributable  to  the  development  in  Crawley  0 
The  total  population  in  the  area  of  the  Combine  in  mid-1952  was  56,570,  this 
figure  including  non-civilians  0 

Detailed  vital  statistics  for  each  of  the  three  districts  will  again 
be  found  in  the  body  of  the  Report  in  the  appropriate  sections „  Such  figures 
tend,  however,  to  lose  interest  unless  a  yardstick  is  provided  with  which  they 
may  be  compared 0  I  thought  it  might  be  of  some  interest  if  certain  statistics 
of  forty  years  ago  were  shown  and  the  table  which  follows  gives  these  for  1911, 
the  corresponding  figures  for  1952  being  shown  in  brackets  for  easy  comparison,, 
It  must  be  remembered  that  the  figures  for  population  in  Horsham  Urban  and  Rural 
Districts  have  since  been  affected  by  alterations  of  boundaries. 


Extracts  from  Vital  Statistics  for  1911  s-Compared  with  1952  (in  brackets)  „ 
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The  second  and  third  columns  in  the  table  reveal  the  very  considerable  drop 
in  the  Birth  Rate,  reflecting  the  changing  social  habits  of  the  people,  and  the 
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modern  tendency  to  limit  the  size  of  the  family.  Later  columns  show  the 
amazing  drop  in  infantile  mortality  to  a  figure  quite  unhoped  for  thirty  years 
ago,  -  even  though  the  figures  for  the  three  districts  in  1911  themselves 
compare  very  favourably  with  those  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  last  two 
columns  are  no  less  encouraging,  showing  the  drop  in  deaths  from  Tuberculosis 
and  the  virtual  abolition  of  Diphtheria. 

In  these  improvements  the  advances  of  medical  science  have  played  their 
part.  Improved  methods  of  treatment  and  modern  drugs,  better  hospital 
facilities  made  more  readily  available*  -  all  these  have  helpedo  But  it  must 
never  be  forgotten  that  the  biggest  single  factor  in  the  advance  has  been  the 
steady  and  continuous  educational  work  of  the  Local  Authority  Services  over  the 
last  thirty  to  forty  yearsc  The  removal  of  conditions  predisposing  to 
Tuberculosis*  the  early  diagnosis  and  rapid  control  which  prevents  the  Smallpox 
outbreak,  the  patient  teaching  by  Health  Visitors  and  Nurses  in  the  clinics  and 
homes*  »  none  of  these  are  spectacular  and  none  qualify  for  headlines  in  the 
press o  But  what  dividends  they  pay* 

Notifiable  Infectious  Diseases; 

The  prevalence  of  all  notifiable  diseases  was  at  an  exceptionally  low 
level  during  1952 0  Very  few  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  and  all  were 
of  a  mild  typec  There  was  a  fall  in  the  incidence  of  Msasles  and  a  considerable 
drop  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  reported  . 

Five  cases  of  Poliomyelitis  were  confirmed  in  the  Rural  District  of 
Horsham  and  two  in  the  Petworth  Rural  District*  one  patient  dying  of  the  disease. 

Diphtheria  Immunisation ; 

For  the  fifth  year  in  succession  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  notified 
in  the  area  and  the  figures  for  England  and  Wales  confirm  the  success  of  the 
campaign.  In  contrast  with  the  58,000  cases  and  2*800  deaths  which,  on  the 
average*  occurred  each  year  in  the  "thirties**,  in  1952  there  were  less  than  4^0 
cases  and  only  31  deaths J 

Unfortunately  a  new  generation  of  parents  is  growing  up,  who  have  never 
had  a  case  in  their  family  or  heard  of  one  among  their  neighbour’s  children 0 
As  a  result  it  is  becoming  increasingly  difficult  to  persuade  some  parents  of 
the  importance  of  preventive  inoculation  and  the  percentage  of  children  protected 
is  tending  to  fallc  If  the  risk  of  return  of  the  disease  is  to  be  avoided  the 
target  mast  remain  as  before,  -  namely  75%  of  babies  immunised  before  their  first 
birthday*  To  achieve  this  figure  we  have  far  to  go. 

Care  of  the  Aged; 

This  problem  steadily  becomes  more  acute  in  its  economic,  social  and 
medical  aspects 0 

When  County  Councils  were  health  and  welfare  authorities,  controlling 
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both  hospitals  and  welfare  homes*  it  was  possible  for  them  to  transfer 
patients  as  necessary  from  one  to  the  other 0  As  the  result  of  the  unfortunate 
separation  of  the  hospital  and  welfare  services  by  the  National  Health  Service 
Act*  which  places  each  under  a  different  authority*  difficulties  have  become 
more  markedo  An  acute  shortage  of  suitable  beds  compels  the  hospitals  to 
review  all  applications  with  the  greatest  care  and  to  refuse  any  whom  it  can  be 
contended  are  not  wsiek0n  The  Welfare  Authorities*  on  the  other  hand*  are  also 
short  of  accommodation  and  the  staffing  of  their  institutions  makes  it 
impossible  for  them  to  admit  bedridden  cases 0 

Much  is  being  done  in  modem  Geriatric  Units  to  rehabilitate  the  aged 
chronic  cases  and,  as  a  result  of  treatment*  many  become  fit  for  discharge 0 
Only  too  often  is  it  found  that  there  is  nowhere  to  which  they  can  be  sent, 
and  therefore  yet  more  hospital  beds  are  blocked  0 

The  only  possible  solution  would  appear  to  be  full  intergration  of  the 
National  Health  Service  and  the  abolition  of  the  barriers  which  now  divide  its 

three  great  sections 0 


In  February  it  was  necessary  t©  take  action  under  the  National  Assistance 
(Amendment)  Act  of  1951  in  respect  of  an  old  mas  of  80  years  living  in  the 
Horsham  Rural  District 0  The  ease  had  been  under  supervision  for  over  a  year 
before  help  could  be  given 0  The  ©Id  man*  who  was  quite  deaf*  shared  a  bungalow 
with  his  younger  brother  who  was  mentally  retarded 0  The  conditions  in  the 
dwelling*  largely  owing  to  the  old  man°s  attitude*  were  most  unsatisfactory 0 
For  example  the  owners  had  wished  to  provide  main  water*  but  the  old  man  had 
refused  access  to  the  workmen „  He  was  therefore  obliged  to  walk  a  considerable 
distance  to  obtain  water 0  He  then  turned  out  of  the  house  his  brother*  who  was 
compelled  to  sleep  in  an  ©Id  pigsty©  in  the  gard@n0  The  fact  that  the  old  man 
was  able  to  find  his  way  to  Horsham  each  week  for  purposes  of  shopping*  covering 
in  all  a  distance  of  not  less  than  thirteen  miles  when  pushing  a  bicycle*  made  it 
difficult  to  certify  that  he  was  incapable  of  looking  after  himself*  particularly 
as  he  was  reasonably  clean  in  his  person 0  However  these  journeys  ended  on  several 
occasions  in  the  old  man  falling  into  the  roadside  ditch*  whence  he  was  rescued  by 
the  Police  at  a  late  hour  in  the  night 0  As  stated  above  a  Magistrate^  C&der  was 
obtained  and  he  was  admitted  to  East  Preston*  where,  after  a  certain  amount  of 
initial  difficulty*  he  settled  down  well0  The  matter  was  reported  in  full  to  the 
Horsham  Rural  District  Council*  who  agreed  to  take  action  under  Section  47  of  th@ 
National  Assistance  Act0  In  due  course  an  Order  was  mad©  by  the  Court  0 

Clean  Food  Handling ; 

For  the  second  year  in  succession  no  attempt  was  mad©  to  arrange  formal 
meetings  for  food  handlers*  previous  experience  having  shown  the  impossibility  of 
persuading  them  to  attend  any  such  gathering  outside  their  normal  working  hours  „ 
Many  visits  were  paid  to  food  shops*  cafes*  restaurants,  etc0,  and  every 
opportunity  was  taken  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors*  at  the  time  of  their  visits,  to 
drive  home  the  important  points  of  food  hygiene® 
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A  number  of  talks  have  been  given  to  Women® s  Institutes  and  other 
bodies o  There  can  be  no  doubt  that  we  have  the  full  backing  of  public 
opinion  in  this  matter  and  the  opportunity  afforded  by  such  meetings  is 
always  taken  to  impress  upon  the  public  the  importance  of  insisting  upon 
a  reasonable  standard  of  hygiene* 


Once  again,  in  the  interests  of  econony,  this  Report  has  been 
duplicated  ly  my  Secretary,  Mrs*  M„BC  Fuliick,  and  I  am  indebted  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  Horsham  Rural  District  Council  for  kindly  permitting  the  use 
of  the  Council  8s  Mult  Hit  h  Machine  for  this  purpose*  A  considerable  saving 
is  affected  in  this  manner  owing  to  the  steady  rise  in  printing  costs.

The  responsibility  for  the  provision  of  accommodation  for  cases  of 
Infectious  Disease  now  rests  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board,  and  no 
longer  with  Local  Sanitary  Authorities 0  In  this  area,  however,  the 
previous  practice,  whereby  practitioners  wishing  to  arrange  admission  of 
such  cases  approach  the  Health  Department  has  been  continued  and  works 
smoothly o  Under  this  scheme  the  Department  is  informed  of  the  cases  much 
sooner  and  the  practitioner  is  relieved  of  the  necessity  of  making  several 
possibly  lengthy  telephone  calls 0

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MILK  SAMPLES  a 

The  lack  of  accommodation  for  laboratory  animals  at  the  Epsom  Laboratory 
has  made  it  iapossible  in  the  past  to  submit  samples  of  milk  for  biological 
examination <,  Early  in  1952,  however,  guinea  pigs  were  made  available  to  this 
authority  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital, 
Brighton,  and  full  use  was  made  of  these  facilities  during  the  year  „ 

Seventy-five  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Laboratory  for  biological 
examination  and,  although  Mycobacterium  tuberculosis  was  not  found  by  guinea 
pig  inoculation  in  any  of  these  samples,  Brucella  abortus  was  isolated  from 
twelve  (lSo0£$)  of  them0  The  infected  samples  were  obtained  from  milk 
produced  by  four  different  farms,  but  the  milk  from  two  of  these  farms  is 
pasteurised  before  distribution  and  the  samples  were  taken  before 
pasteurisation  had  taken  place  0  In  each  case  particulars  were  sent  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer  who  forwarded  the  information  to  the  Animal  Health 
Division  of  the  Mnistry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  □  In  addition,  thirty- 
five  of  the  samples  gave  a  positive  result  to  the  ring  test,  indicating  that 
it  is  probable  that  an  even  higher  proportion  of  the  raw  milk  supplied  is  in 
fact  infected  with  Brucella  abortus  0 

It  is  impossible  to  obtain  an  accurate  figure  of  the  number  of  cases  of 
undulant  fever  occurring  in  this  country  each  year,  but  the  risk  of  infection 
is  apparent  and  it  is  clear  that  there  is  still  a  very  strong  case  in  favour 
of  the  pasteurisation  of  milko

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Food  published  and  circulated 
Memo  3/Meat  setting  out  methods  and  criteria  of  Meat  Inspection©  The  conditior 
applied  therein  to  the  acceptance  of  dressed  and  undressed  carcases  into  a 
slaughterhouse  are  long  overdue  and  it  is  regrettable  that  similar  conditions 
have  not  been  applied  to  the  acceptance  of  all  casualty  animals 0  The  present 
policy  of  accepting  sick  animals  into  slaughterhouses  without  restrictions  of 
any  kind  is  a  dangerous  one*  particularly  where  there  is  no  separate 
accommodation  for  the  reception  and  slaughtering  of  such  animals©  The  serious 
recent  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  anthrax*  a  considerable  number  of 
which  have  occurred  in  the  surrounding  district*  illustrates  this  point© 
Although  rapid  death  usually  occurs  in  the  infected  animal*  this  is  not 
always  the  case,  and  pigs  in  particular  may  survive  for  several  days©  Under 
the  Ministry 8s  present  policy*  therefore,  it  is  by  no  means  inpossible  for  an 
animal  suffering  from  anthrax  to  reach  the  slaughterhouse  and,  apart  from  the 
risk  of  infection  to  slaughtermen  and  meat  inspectors*  in  a  small  and 
congested  slaughterhouse*  it  might  be  necessary  to  condemn  carcases  and  organs 
of  other  animals  where  it  appeared  likely  that  they  had  been  contaminated  by 
blood  from  an  infected  animal© 
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Meat  Inspection  (continued)  : 

The  provision©  allowing  an  authorised  officer  to  detain  the  carcase 
and  organ©  of  an  animal  killed  for  emergency  reasons  for  such  a  period 
as  may  be  necessary  for  bacteriological  examination  would  be  an 
excellent  one,  but  for  the  fact  that  such  examinations  take  time  to 
complete  and  few  slaughterhouses  have  cold  stores,,  Che  of  the  conditions 
set  out  in  the  Mem©  requiring  the  rejection  of  a  carcase  and  organs  as 
unfit  for  human  consumption  is  "Fever  (including  Salmonellosis )0**  While 
Meat  Inspectors  are  well  aware  of  the  conditions  which  may  be  due  to  a 
salmonella  infection,  salmonellosis  cannot  be  determined  without 
laboratory  examination  0

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Report  of  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  &  Engineer, 

The  practical  completion  of  the  Rural  Housing  Survey,  at  the  end  of 
the  previous  year,  afforded  an  opportunity  in  1952  to  devote  more  time  to 
the  analysis  of  the  records  collected,  to  the  enforcement  of  the  work 
required  to  improve  the  worst  of  the  housing  conditions  and  to  press  on 
owners  the  reconditioning  of  properties  when  the  houses  fell  vacant  0  The 
continued  improvement  of  the  position  regarding  the  licensing  of  building 
work  assisted  to  this  end,  but  the  position  still  remains  difficult  in  that 
there  is  far  more  work  to  be  done  than  can  possibly  be  carried  out  by  the 
limited  amount  of  skilled  labour  available* 

Water  Supply s 

The  boreholes  at  Haslingboume  have  continued  to  give  a  water  of  high 
quality,  but  the  quantity  fell  off  to  a  dangerous  level  and  the  Council 
instructed  me  to  withdraw  the  borehole  pumps  for  cleaning  etc* 

This  was  done  satisfactorily  and  the  quantity  pumped  reverted  to 
normal0  Opportunity  was  taken  at  the  same  time  to  re-line  the  cylinders  of 
the  Ruston  diesel  engines  used  for  pumping  purposes* 

The  supplementary  spring  supply  was  used  throughout  the  year  and  was 
found  useful  -  in  fact,  during  the  late  summer  months,  it  would  have  been 
impossible  to  meet  the  water  demand  without  it0  During  the  remainder  of  the 
year  the  increased  quantity  cut  down  the  running  time  of  the  pumping  station* 
Towards  the  end  of  1952  the  Council  was  considering  taking  more  water  from 
the  supplementary  spring  supply,  or  linking  up  with  adjoining  water 
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Water  Supply  (continued) : 

authorities  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  assistance  during  drought 
periods »  The  Council  appear  to  favour  our  own  resources  and  this  was 
the  subject  of  consideration  at  the  close  of  the  year* 


The  proposals  to  construct  a  new  mid-level  reservoir  were  sent 
to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  June  but  there  were 
no  further  developments  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Our  present  storage 
capacity  is  equal  only  to  about  one  day8s  summer  consumption*  which  does 
not  allow  sufficient  flexibility  in  operation*  is  dangerously  low  in  the 
event  of  a  breakdown  at  the  pumping  station  or  a  defect  in  the  rising 
main*  and  also  means  that  the  southern  area  is*  for  most  of  the  day, 
supplied  direct  from  the  rising  main*  whereas  a  period  of  storage  in  the 
reservoir  prior  to  distribution  would  improve  its  quality.

The  Council  have  agreed  to  allow  standpipes  for  ienporary  dwellings 
on  the  Ifold  Estate,  X/uewood*  and  also  in  one  or  two  instances  where 
cottages  have  been  Condemned8  under  the  Housing  let,  but  the  occupiers 
cannot*  at  present*  be  re-housed 0  In  all  other  cases  the  supply  must 
be  taken  inside  the  dwelling  with  a  tap  over  the  sink  direct  off  the  main* 

Drainage  and  Sewerage  3 

At  Northchapel  there  are  still  a  few  dwellings  not  connected  to  the 
sewerage  systemc  So  far  only  informal  action  has  been  taken  but  it  appears 
that  formal  action  will  be  necessary  to  force  the  owners  to  connect  these 
few  properties 0 

Work  on  the  sewerage  scheme  for  Wisborough  Green  proceeded 
satisfactorily  and*  by  the  end  of  the  year*  Sewer  WA®  was  substantially 
completei  the  punping  station  at  Moonsbrook  wag  structurally  complete  (though 
the  apparatus  was  not  installed)*  and  the  sewage  disposal  works  were  nearing 
completion*.  Laterals  to  the  boundaries  of  properties  have  been  laid  by  the 
Contractor  at  the  request  of  property  owners  as  the  sewer  proceeded  and  the 
cost  of  these  will  be  reclaimed  by  the  Council 0  Written  agreements  to  this 
effect  have  been  concluded  between  the  property  owners  and  the  Council* 

An  investigation  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  into  the 
proposed  Plaistow  sewerage  scheme  was  held  in  November*  and  notification  was 
received  at  the  end  of  the  year  that  the  Minister  was  unable  to  approve  the 
scheme  for  the  present,  owing  to  the  high  cost  per  property  to  be  sewered* 

A  public  enquiry  was  also  held  by  the  Ministry  into  the  Bury-Bignor-Sutton 
sewerage  scheme  in  November*  and  a  similar  decision  was  communicated  to  the 

Council* 

The  drawings  for  the  re-construction  of  Petworth  southern  outfall  works 
proceeded  during  the  year*  but  were  delayed  owing  to  a  change  in  staff  in  the 
middle  of  the  year*  and  to  the  supervision  which  was  necessary  on  the  sewerage 
and  water  main  contracts  which  were  progressing* 

An  additional  filter  and  humus  tank  was  constructed  at  Duncton  (Willetts 
Close)  sewage  disposal  plant  with  consequent  improvement  of  the  effluent* 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage  (continued)  % 

The  ditch  taking  effluent  from  the  new  sewage  disposal  plant  at 
Townfield,  Kirdford,  was  cleaned  out  and  re-formed  during  the  year*  and 
drawings  etc.,  were  prepared  for  a  new  drain  to  take  the  effluent  from  th© 
disposal  plant  direct  to  the  river » 

A  new  rotary  sprinkler  was  ordered  to  replace  the  defective  one  at  the 
sewage  disposal  plant  at  Plaistow  Road,  Loxwood,  and  another  small  plant 
was  taken  over  for  maintenance  at  the  new  converted  flats,  Loxwoodc 

The  Council  gave  instructions  for  the  preparation  of  a  sewerage 
scheme  for  Fittleworth. 

Public  Cleansing  and  Salvage; 

The  refuse  collection  service  covers  the  whole  of  the  district  with 
a  frequency  of  collection  twice  weekly  in  the  town  of  Petworth,  once 
weekly  in  the  outer  parts  of  the  town,  and  fortnightly  in  the  villages  0 
The  more  remote  dwellings  are  visited  once  monthly  or  by  special  arrangements, 
providing  there  is  suitable  vehicular  access o 

Waste  paper  and  other  salvage  materials  are  collected  at  the  same  time 
as  refuse  and  conveyed  in  a  separate  compartment  in  the  refuse  vehicle 0 

ill  refuse  is  tipped  in  a  disused  stone  pit  in  a  central  position 
near  Petworth,  and  covered  with  earth  and  builders  *  rubbish »  The  new 
sites  decided  upon  last  year  have  not  yet  been  used. 

Waste  paper  is  baled  at  a  central  depot  in.  Petwortho  It  has  been 
difficult  to  dispose  of  during  the  year  and  prices  have  dropped  consider  ably  „

this  report o 

The  facts  revealed  by  the  Survey  have  been  carefully  sifted  and  it  is 
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Housing  Act.  1936  (continued) : 

now  intended  to  commence  a  drive  to  obtain  the  improvement  of  various 
unsatisfactory  conditions  which,  because  of  the  restrictions  caused  by 
building  licensing  and  the  scarcity  of  building  labour,  have  had  to  be 
left  over. 

The  policy  of  the  Council  has  been  to  issue  notice  under  Sections 
11  or  12  of  the  Housing  Act,  1936,  on  owners  of  dwellinghouses  which  are 
considered  not  repairable  at  reasonable  expense.  Where  Closing  Coders  or 
Demolition  Orders  are  made,  the  policy  lias  been  to  make  these 
•operative c  when  the  premises  become  vacant  or  at  the  expiry  of  five  years 
from  the  date  of  service  of  the  notice,  whichever  is  the  sooner.  Similarly, 
owners  wishing  to  recondition  dwellings  were  required  to  submit  a  schedule 
of  works  which,  if  accepted  ty  the  Council,  was  to  be  carried  out  within  a 
period  of  five  years. 

It  is  a  matter  of  concern  to  the  Department  that  many  such  houses  are 
still  occupied  after  the  expiration  of  the  five  years,  although  no  work 
ha.s  been  carried  out  to  make  them  fit  for  habitation,  and  many  of  them  have 
further  deteriorated  during  this  period. 


Some  owners  were  reluctant  to  give  undertakings  to  carry  out  works  to 
recondition  dwellinghouses  on  which  formal  action  was  proposed.  Instead, 
many  preferred  to  give  an  undertaking  to  the  Council  that,  upon  the 
expiration  of  the  existing  tenancy,  the  house  would  not  be  relet  unless  or 
until  works  had  been  carried  out  to  the  Council  9s  satisfaction  to  render  the 
house  fit  for  habitation.  Undertakings  of  this  nature  are  frequently  found 
to  be  acceptable  to  the  Council  and  permit  of  the  reconditioning  of  the 
dwellings  at  some  future  date  .if  so  desired®  Steps  are  taken  to  ensure 
that  the  dwellings  are  maintained  as  weatherproof  while  occupied,  and  in 
certain  cases  some  repairs  are  called  for  before  such  an  undertaking  is 
acceptable.

Food  and  Drugs  Act©  1938 g- 

Regular  visits  have  been  made  to  food  shops ,  bakehouses*  etc©* 
during  the  year©  Generally*  the  high  standard  of  cleanliness  has  been 
maintained  and  few  informal  reminders  were  required©  Every  food  shop  in 
the  District  was  visited  early  in  the  year  and  the  occupier  invited  to 
display  a  card  in  his  shop  requesting  customers  to  refrain  from  bringing 
dogs  into  the  shop©  The  cards*  issued  free  by  the  Council*  were  willingly 
displayed  by  the  shopkeepers*  and  appear  to  have  been  very  effective© 

Most  shoppers  take  heed  of  the  notice*  and  those  who  do  take  dogs  into  the 
food  shops  do  so  on  a  leash© 

A  detailed  survey  was  made  during  the  year  of  all  licensed  premises 
in  the  Rural  District©  Informal  notices  were  sent  in  all  eases  where  the 
premises  fell  short  of  the  requirements  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  and  many 
improvements  have  subsequently  been  carried  out.  Including  the  provision  of 
water  supply,  both  hot  and  cold,  in  the  barf  the  provision  of  bar  sinks $ 
Improvements  to,  and  in  certain  cases  additional,  closet  accommodation  $  and 
cleansing  and  redecoration  of  food  stores  and  beer  cellars©  An  attempt  was  also 
made  to  interest  publicans  in  the  use  of  detergent  and  sterilising  fluids  to 
be  used  in  the  water  when  cleansing  glasses* 

In  one  instance,  where  lead  beer  pipes  were  found  to  be  in  use,  samples 
©f  beer  were  obtained  and  submitted  for  chemical  analysis©  The  Analyst es 
report  indicated  that  lead  was  present  in  the  sample  in  the  proportion  of  3 ©2 
parts  per  million©  Representations  have  been  mad©  to  the  owner  of  the  House 
in  question,  and  I  anticipate  that  this  matter  will  receive  early'  attention©

The  organised  sampling  of  milk  for  biological  examination  has  been 
commenced  within  the  West  Sussex  County,  principally  through  the  efforts 
of  the  County  Sanitary  Officer  0  All  milk  sent  by  producers  to 
Collecting  Depots  within  the  County  is  now  sampled  by  the  Sanitary- 
Inspector  within  whose  district  the  depot  is  situated,  and  it  is  only 
necessary  to  sample  at  the  farms  of  those  producers  whose  milk  is 
despatched  to  depots  outside  the  County0  Each  district  has  been  given  a 
weekly  allocation  of  the  number  of  samples  to  be  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  biological  examination  „  In  this  manner  it  is  hoped 
to  maintain  strict  supervision  and  the  prompt  elimination  of  cows  found  to 
be  giving  milk  infected  by  tubercle  bacilli 0

All  samples  taken  from  the  local  manufacturers  were  reported 
satisfactory  and  the  premises  and  equipment  were  maintained  at  a  very- 
high  standard  of  cleanliness® 

Meat  and  Other  Foods  s 

All  but  four  slaughterhouses  are  closed©  The  four  are  not 
licensed  but  it  has  been  agreed  with  th©  Ministry  of  Food  that  they  may 
be  used  for  the  occasional  slaughter  of  pigs  by  licensed  slaughtermen 
for  small  pig-keepers*  slaughtering  for  their  own  consumption®  Copies 
of  permits  to  slaughter *  issued  by  th©  Regional  Food  Office,  are  now  being 
received  by  the  Department®  These  are  issued  chiefly  to  pig-keepers  who 
wish  to  slaughter  a  pig  for  their  own  use  and  consequently  inspection  of 
the  carcase  and  organs  cannot  be  enforced®  However,  upon  notification 
that  a  permit  is  to  be  issued*  a  letter  is  sent  to  the  owner  informing 
him  that  the  Meat  Inspector  is  available  to  inspect  the  carcase  and 
organs  after  slaughter  and  advise  as  to  its  suitability  for  food® 
Unfortunately  little  advantage  has  been  taken  of  this  service© 

Prevention  of  Damage  bv_Pests  Act.  1949: 

The  Council °s  one  full-time  Rodent  Operator  has  been  kept  fully 
occupied  during  the  year©  A  complete  survey  of  the  whole  District  was 
carried  out  by  him*  and  all  but  a  few  infestations  found  were  cleared® 
Domestic  premises  are  treated  free  of  charge,  while  treatments  carried 
out  at  all  other  properties  are  charged  for  according  to  the  time  and 
materials  used  on  the  job©  Complaints  of  rat  infestation  are  constantly 
increasing*  not*  I  think*  because  there  are  more  rats  in  th©  District* 
but  because  householders  generally  are  taking  advantage  of  the  service 
and  notifying  the  Department  as  soon  as  signs  of  rats  are  observed® 

This  is,  of  course,  highly  desirable*  but  single  visits  and  treatments

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  ,  1919  (sontinnecl)  s 

are  taking  up  a  large  proportion  of  the  Operator °s  time  and,  in  order 
to  keep  up  the  frequency  of  the  inspections  made  to  reveal  rat 
infestations,  it  may  prove  necessary  for  a  part-time  Operator  to  be 

employed  0 

Increasing  use  was  made  of  the  new  rodenticide  -  w  War  farin'*  - 
which,  it  is  claimed,  is  for  all  practical  purposes  non-toxic  to 
poultry  and  much  safer  to  use  than  any  of  the  former  poisons, 
especially  in  cases  where  domestic  animals  my  have  access  to  poison 
baito  All  treatments  were  carried  out  successfully  and  no  complaints 
were  received  from  occupiers  subsequent  to  treatment 0 

Three  treatments  were  carried  out  at  the  Council 8s  refuse  tip 
during  the  ysar0  The  first  treatment  was  carried  out  during  March 
using  Red  Squill  and  damp  sausage  rusk.0  By  August  the  tip  was  again 
heavily  infested  and  a  treatment  was  carried  out  using  Warfarin 
mixed  with  wholemeal  flour  at  a  proportion  of  1  in  20o  This  proved  so 
successful  that  no  further  treatment  was  required  until  December  and  even 
then  the  infestation  at  the  tip  was  only  a  minor  oneQ 

Several  written  and  verbal  intimations  were  given  in  cases  where 
farmers  or  threshing  contractors  were  found  to  be  dismantling  ricks 
without  erecting  a  fence  to  prevent  the  escape  of  any  rats  which  might 
be  harbouring  therein 0  in  ©very  case  the  offender  admitted  his  knowledge 
of  this  requirement  of  th©  Act,  and  the  necessary  wire  was  quickly 
produced  and  erected 0
